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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The material for the mixer 
module of claim 2 is KETRON™ PEEK HPV, which is the same material as the mixer 
module of claiml (poly ether ether ketone reinforced with graphite and PTFE) as 
discloses in page 1 of the specification, thus the limitation of claim 2 does not further 
limiting the claimed invention. Furthermore, Applicant is required to disclose in the claim 
the material that made up the trademark name KETRON™. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kopp in 
view of Ooitsu et al. 

Kopp discloses a spray gun comprising a gun body 1 connectable to a first 
source 4, a second source 5, a port 26 for the first source 4, a port 27 for the second 
source 5, a mix module 37 located in the gun body 1 and communicating with ports 26 
and 27, the mix module 37 also has a central bore 39, and a purge rod 32. Kopp does 
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not teach the mix module being constructed of a polyether ketone reinforced with 
graphite and PTFE lubricants. Ooitsu et al. discloses a casing 4 for a bearing wherein 
the material for the casing 4 is polyether ketone reinforced with graphite and PTFE 
lubricants (see column 9, lines 50-60). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to have provided the mix module of Koop with a material 
being constructed of polyether ketone reinforced with graphite and PTFE lubricants as 
suggested by Ooitsu et al. Doing so would provide a device with a low coefficient of 
friction, excellent water resistance, and erosion resistance (see column 1, lines 11+). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 3/05/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 2 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
